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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on April 14, 2010. 

Accordingly, claims 6, 8-12, 15, 19-36, 38 and 39 were canceled, and claims 1-5, 7, 13, 
14, 37 and 40 were amended. 

Currently, claims 1-5, 7, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 37 and 40 remain pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims : 

In claim 13, line 26, delete "trest" and insert —test— therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5, 7, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 37 and 40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fairly shows or suggests all the limitations as claimed. 

Re claim 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: means for communicating said test 
signals to said means for transmitting test signals off of said semiconductor die is routed in a 
spiral pattern included in a redistribution layer and said means for communicating said test 
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signals to said means for transmitting test signals off of said semiconductor die is disposed such 
that multiple test signals are accessible at varying degrees of electronic component granularity 
within said die and along said means for communicating said test signals to said means for 
transmitting test signals off of said semiconductor die, said means for communicating said test 
signals to said means for transmitting test signals off of said semiconductor die communicatively 
coupled to said means for transmitting test signals off of said semiconductor die. 

Re claim 13, none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: means for communicating internal 
signals to said conductive test signal bump, wherein said means for communicating internal 
signals to said conductive test signal bump includes said test signal redistribution layer trace, 
wherein said test signal redistribution layer trace is routed in a spiral pattern included in a 
redistribution layer and said test signal redistribution layer trace is disposed such that multiple 
test signals are accessible at varying degrees of electronic component granularity within said die 
and along said test signal redistribution layer trace, said test signal redistribution layer trace 
communicatively coupled to said conductive test signal bump.
